"While preprocessing by the code preparation system does lessen the load on the runtime environment, this is not optimization of the 
runtime environment" (see REMARKS, page 6, 4th paragraph) - Cyran's disclosure IS for a runtime environment, see Cyran's Abstract, 
"for optimizing execution of the intermediate code by a code interpretive runtime environment, such as a Java Virtual Machine". In fact, 
the argument about the current application "altogether avoiding processing that can be determined to be unnecessary" (see REMARKS, 
first paragraph of page 7) isn't really revealed in any of the independent claims, the applicant should limit the scope of the claims, e.g. 
adding the limitation to the claim by specifying the 'runtime environment optimization inforamtion' is for the JAVA runtime features that 
need to be loaded for a particular JAVA application; also if the applicant meant the optimization Is done for the JAVA application program 
only, but not the intermediate code, it should be limited in the claims as well. 
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
